For the present the 
Victoria quartz mine, at Bendigo, has 
probed deeper into the earth than any 
other digging after gold; work Is now 
going on in this mine at 3,930 feet, a 
winze having been sunk 250 feet be- 
low the lowest level, at 3,700 feet. 
Among its 
neighbors the Victoria 


quartz mine has the Xew Chum Rail- 
way, with work proceeding at 3,850 
feet, and the New Chum consolidated 
3,815 feet. The celebrated "180" mine, 
the property of Geo. Lansell and long 
the deepest gold mine in the world, is 
being exploited at 3,250 feet, although 
the shaft itself Is 200 feet deeper.—

Kew Zealand Lake* Not Lnr*«. but ' 


Fonnd to He Very Deep. 
i 


The government of New Zealand set 


a lot of men at work ft while ago col- 
lecting facts about the 
fresh-water 


lakes of New Zealand. Ono part of 
the work was the taking of soundings 
for the purpose of determining tho 
form of the lake basins. 


These surveys have covered fill tho 


more Important lakes. They are all in 
the north island except two, which are 
nestled In-low the snow and glaciers 
of tho New' Zealand Mpa In tho south 
Island. The surveyors have discovered 
a remarkable fact about these two 
mountain lakes. 


They had to splice their sounding 


wire to reach the bottom In each oC 
these lakes. Though they are not very 
large sheets of water, they prove to 
bo among the deepest lakes In tho 
world. 


Lake Manapnurl is about twice as 


largo as .Manhattan Island. It Is long 
and narrow and not remarkably deep 
excepting In one urea embracing near- 
ly three square miles, every bit 
which Is over 1,-tOO feet beneath tho 
surface. 


The greatest depth found was .1,-I58 


feet. 
The highest and deepest slopes 


of the mountains hem In this deepest 
depression of the lake hot loin. 


Lake \Vakatlpu is -I!) miles long and 


about live times as large as Manhat- 
tan Island. 
Its greatest dep'tli is l.'JIli 


feet:, in which respect the other lake 
heats it; but the remarkable thing 
about Wakatlpu Is that 
few 
lakes 


•each so great an average depth,

entire water surface, 
covering

squurc miles, Is on an averages 707 feet 
above the bottom of the lake. 


Lake Superior is the deepest of our 


lakes, but Its average depth is only 
four-sevenths that of Lake Wakatlpu. 
The New Zealand lake has double the 
average depth of Lakes Michigan and 
Ontario, three limes that of Huron and 
ten times that of Erie. 


Some persons may think these lakes 


are so deep because they are hemmed 
In by mountains. But probably none 
of the Alpine lakes of Europe Is so 
deep as these two fresh-water sheets. 
Possibly the only Inland bodies of wa- 
ter surpassing them In greatest depth 
are tho Caspian, with 2,400 feet, Tan- 
ganlkn, with 2,100 feet, and Baikal, 
with 4,550 feet.

Western ranges is an Inevitable part 
of our national development. 
With 


the restriction of pasture and the in- 
troduction of fences tho necessity for 
guardians of our grazing lands is fast 
disappearing, and tho erstwhile fan- 
tastic figure of the cowboy Immortal- 
1/ed In art and lltera-ture must go for- 
ever. 


Those pioneers who have lived in 


the West for many years have vivid 
recollections of tho co-wboy In his pris- 
tine glory. Ho was a picturesque per- 
sonage, a terror of tho frontier, and at 
the same time a paragon of bravery 
and gallantry. 
Humanity has never 


had a more striking or higher expo- 
nent of knight errantry than Is repre- 
sented In those men who rode the 
ranges and guarded the herds. In the 
itorm which Invited stampede; In the 
silent night beneath the stars, and dur- 
ing the burning heat of day, tho men 
who sat In their saddles for many 
hours and faithfully kept their lonely 
vigil were heroes who may well bo 
Immortalized In verse and story. 


The great West, especially that por- 


tion which is given over to the cattle 
raising Industry, owes Its development 
largely to tho cowboy. 
As a specta- 


cular and at the same time faithful 
and necessary adjunct of 
live-stock 


production, this type of man stands 
out in scenic interest. Dm? cannot con- 
template the old-time cattle business 
without including in the retrospection 
the "cow puncher" now fast disap- 
pearing. Tlie civilizing tendencies of 
tranquillity and progress have rung 
down the curtain upon the dauntless 
men who for half a century earned 
sustenance upon the range and lived 
under the patronage of the ranchmen. 
Tln> wreck of storm, the fever of heat 
and tho romantic associations of tho 
emiployment have cast tho cowboy In 
heroic mold.—Kansas City Journal. 


Up-to-Datc Machinery Mnkcn Railroad] 


• 
BuildinK Knajr.

The West is a country of big things, 


and railroad building by machinery is 
one of them. 
Even the roadbed on 


which the track rests is made up by 
the steam and horse 
grader, great 


hoJea filled up to the track level auto- 
matically, and the ballast to hold the 
ties and rails in place distributed in 
the same manner. In fact, such has 
been the development of mechanical 
aids It is not an idle boast that with. 
thrtrn two dozen men could spun tLa 
continent with a band of steel. A few 
statistics may give a clearer idea of 
the quickness of It all. To put down 
sixty feet of track means, of course, 
to sot In position 120 feet of rails. The 
average rail is thirty feet in length, 
so that four rails are required to cover 
the sixty feet. 
The track-laying ma- 


chine has laid 1,180 such rails in ten 
hours. This -means the laying of no 
less than 1,770 feet of track every 
hour, or nearly one-third of a mile. 
Yet to accomplish the feat all tho ties 
must be placed on their beds, and tho 
rails not only laid upon them, but 
fastened to the wood and made ready 
for service. 


The marvel of It all Is the amount 


of manual labor that Is saved by th« ( 
genius of tho Inventor. First come tho 
scrapers doing all the work of the hand 
shovel, yet two men only are needed 
for each machine—one to guide tho 
horses and the other to adjust tho 
blade and chute. 
With the 
steam 


shovel are tho engineer and his assist- 
ant, for the shovel fills and empties its 
scoop into the cars without the touch 
of a hand. Compressed air unloads tho 
cars, but the dirt train usually has 
half a dozen men aboard for eunergen- 
cles, besides the engineer and fireman. 
On the track-laying train two men 
load all the ties on the tie car and ona 
man moves it to and fro. For bolting 
the rails and handling them on the 
railway six men are enough. 
About 


twice us many arrange the ties on tho 
roadbed and fasten tho rails. Add tho 
loco-motive crew and you have the ac- 
tual working force. 
In putting tha 


finishing touches to tho track perhaps 
twenty men may be needed after tho 
ballast train lias passed 
over 
it.—

TWO NEW WARSHIPS 


Naval Bill Allows For Only Two—Vessels to be Built in Private Yar-ls at 


Maximum Cost of $7,750,Q99 Each—Appropriation $100,071,000. 


Washington.—Two battleships, in- 


stead of four, as asked by the Navy 
Department, are authorized by tho 
House naval 
committee in the nnval 


appropriation bill reported last week. 


The bill carries n total appropria- 


tion af 8100,071,000. The appropria- 
tion made for the present fiscal year 
was $97,500,000. The increase is made 
necessary bv the fact that the number 
of seamen is to be increased by 3,000 
and the number of marines by 1,200. 
It will be necessary to equin these new 
men and with them additional vessels, 
now under-manned or lying Idle, can 
be pat into commission. The plac- 
ing of vessels into commission means 
additional expense for equipment of 
the boats and the purchase of more 
coal. 


The committee declares that the two 


battleships authorized must be built 
by private shipbuilders and their in- 
dividual cost is limited to 27,750,000. 


No increase in the salaries or the 


number of officers is made, and the 
building 
operations in the several 


navy yards are unprovided for. 


The two battleships are to be 10,000 


tons each, representing largest type 
and carrying the heaviest armament 
and armor. The vote by which the 
two were adopted was 13 to 4. 


Yukon Region Swept 


Blizzard.

Vancouver, B. C.—The worst bliz- 


zard ever known in the Yukon region 
raged last Thursday, Friday and Sat- 
urday a week. This news was brought 
down by the steamer Dolphin from 
Skagway. Not only was the weather 
bitterly cold, but the snowfall was un- 
precedented. The gale swept the up- 
per Yukon as far as Dawson, and als 
took in tho Tanana and Copper rive 
valley. 
' All trails are impassable and the 
snow is drifted 
in many places to a 


depth of twenty feet. 
Miners and 


prospectors are said to be suffering 
untold hardships and the advices from 
the interior are to the efl'ect that there 
is fear that some men will die of cold 
and starvation. 


Two weeks ago a party started from 


Fairbanks to Valcioz and another from 
.Fairbanks to Dawson. 
It is fearod 


that both of these 
have been lost. 


Relief parties have been sent out from 
Dawsou and every effort will be -made 
to locate tho missing men. The win- 
'ter trail is not a long one and men 
who havo come over it since these 
men started out say that not a ves- 
tige of life was seen by them. 


Florida Citrus Fruits Destroyed by 


Fire. 


Jacksonville, Fla.—It is 
believed 


that the freeze last week in Florida 
destroyed ail citrus fruits on trees ex- 
cepting in the extreme southern part 
of the state, the total destruction be- 
ing placed at 300,000 boxes, possibly 
more. 


Grave fears are entertained that the 


trees in the Jacksonville section are 
injured if not killed. It will be Im- 
possible to arrive at u definite con- 
clusion before spring. 
The fear as to 


orapge trees, however, is confined to 
the northern 
section of the state, 


and it is not believed that the larger 
part of the trees in the orange belh> 
proper, which is 200 miles south of 
Jacksonville,

THROUGHOUT CALIFORNIA 


AIRSHIP FLIGHT A 


GREATEST TRIUMPH IN AERIAL 


HISTORY. 


Under Perfect Control of Sky Chauf- 


feur Balloon Surpasses All Expec- 
tations By Us journey Through the 
Air and Hnally Descends in Safety. 


Los Angeles.— The aerial marvel of 


the day, Capt. Thomas S. Baldwin's 
trim sky yacht "California Arrow" 
itiflde what is probably the most suc- 
cessful night In the annals of aerial 
navigation, whou It arose from Its 
anchorage 
in Chutes baseball park 


Sunday afternoon and, after sailing 
over the city for three-quarters of an 
hour, returned to the park and land- 
ed easily, having traveled about eight 
miles. 


Roy Knabenshuo, the captain of the 


little airship, displayed groat skill in 
the handling of his craft and had the 
Arrow at all times under perfect con- 
trol. At his call of "Let her go," 
the con flu ing ropes wore cast off and 
the dainty sky ship with a sweep arose 
on the wind and sailed away to the 
east, followed by the ringing cheers of 
many thousands of spectators. 


Under Perfect Control• 


After sailing a half mile 
Knaben- 


shue swung the Arrow to the southward 
and then headed west, directly against 
the wind. 


Kuabonshue hold his course until 


he passed directly over the. park at an 
altitude of about 1,000 feet, and ns he 
passed over, ho leaned from the slender 
frame and waved to the gazing throng. 
Bolow the scene was indescribable and 
must have looked like a sea of color 
to the aeronaut, for the ioclosure was 
filled with gaily dressed women waving 
handkerchiefs, and men shouting and 
swinging their hats in salutation. 


When the park had been left behind 


the Arrow was headed north and after 
holding this course for a few minutes 
KnabeusLue steered east again. 
A 


second time the little craft sailed 
over the bull grounds, and then back 
over the same course with the wind. 


Thea Knabensbuo began to descend 


circling like a gull and gradually 
coming nearer the earth. 
When about 


500 feet abovo the ground the only 
mishap of the trip occurred, 
and it 


threatened to spoil what promised to 
be a successful (light, and for a time 
Knabeusbue was in considerable dan- 
ger. 


Rudder Entangled.

large rudder was haulsd so far to on» 
side that the steering ropes hod no 
leverage on it and tho Arrow sailed 
in a circle, rising higher and higher 
every moment. 


Tho daring aeronaut, who could bo 


distinguished against a background of 
sky, working and endeavoring to get 
his steering 
gear readjusted. 
He 


grew smaller and smaller as tho Ar- 
row mounted higher. 
Whon it 
was 


seen that he was crawling slowly bunk 
toward the storu of the almost invis- 
ible framework the groat multitude 
hardly breathed. 


Suddenly the rudder 
swung back 


into its proper position and instantly 
a shout 
aroflo 
from thousands 
of 


throats that was at once a cry of relief 
and a cheer for tho splendid nerve of 
the commander of the airship.
